As community fairs go. Van- 
derMeer’s occasion ia the ex- 
ception that prove* the rule 
i But what he does there, em- 
phasizing family-unit competi- 
tion, could well be copied by 
other less successful fairs 

VanderMeer, a New Jersey 
native who came to Kentucky 
more than 30 years ago as a 
I Christian worker and school- 
; teacher, conceived the communi- 
I ty fair idea as a means of help- 
ing the area's folk in homemak- 
ing. In the early formative years 
the VanderMeers frequently 
had to put out their own canned 
foods as an inducement to the 
folk to show their own. 

But over the years, the gentle 
art of suggestion has ceased 
to be necessary. Now Morris 
Fork school's sizable rooms are 
jammed full of fruits, vege- 
tables, forages, field crops, 
foods, clothes, bric-a-brac, etc. 
In fact, getting around through 
the displays is comparable to 
running an Army obstacle 
course 

That isn't to say that the ex- 
hibits are dumped in the prem- 
ises without ordef; not so; they 
simply are so numerous that 
the exhibitors find it hard to 
get enough space. This year 
there were 300 entries and 
several family booths. 

The success of the program 
is evident in the one-day pro- 
gram. The casual visitor, think- 
ing he is going to see a typical 
county fair, is greatly surprised 
at the organization and partici- 
pation. 

The day's affair starts off 
with a band concert and parade 
of all the participants Generally 
the marching units are groups 
from the various grammar 
schools in the area. 

A very short speaking pro- 
gram foilows, after which the 
fair proper starts. Hundreds of 
visitors inspect the exhibit — and 
they must have a great interest 
in the articles on display be- 
cause some of the “attenders” 
hike over the hills to get there, 
while others come by horseback. 
About as many others come in 
cars, trucks, wagons and school 
| busses 



Morris Fork's community fair 
in Breathitt county is a different 
kind; it'a a fair that Is actually 
a family affair." 

And that's the way the Rev 
Sam VenderMeer, founder and 
director of the Morris Fork 
community center, ‘‘affair direc- 
tor.” wants It. 

Instead of competing individ- 
ually. community families com- 
pete as a unit Mother may get 
a blue ribbon on canned tomat- 
oes; sister may get a blue rib- 
bon on a hooked rug. brother 
may win the field crop sec- 
tion; and father may have a 
top ribbon for the best pump- 
kin — but they all count for 

naught individually 

Instead, the points are "pool- 
ed” during the one^day meet- 
ing, and if the family can also 
get a few points in other activi- 
ties — such as foot-racing or folk- 
dancing — the family may be in 
a “fair' way (pardon the pun) 



The afternoon session is the 
excitement-provoker Vander- 
Meer, with a keen ewe to crowd 
appeal, organized various foot 
races years ago and they have 
now become a major portion of 
the day Youngsters participate 
in straight foot races, three- 
legged races, sack races, and 
the like At the evening session, 
there are folk games and folk 
dances 

The main objective of the 
fair has been well accomplish- 
ed over the years. That is to 
show residents of the remote 
areas what their neighbors are 
doing in home and crop im- 
provement work, but also to 
give them a well organized fun 
session once a year at the Mor- 
ris Fork community center near 
Jackson

Nathaniel Southgate Shaler, 
Union Army officer, paleontol- 
ogist, geologist, professor, col- 
lege dean, scientific writer, poet, 
historian, brilliant conversation- 
alist and speaker, but the great- 
est of these, at least to a resi- 
dent of Kentucky today — -geol-
